1.900 Attend Love-Feasl 
Demos Gear -Up For ’78 Campaign

Majority Leader Jam es Wright, 
D Tex., focused on C arter as 
the party leader credited with 
replacing 
confrontation 
with 
conciliation. 
The J-J event, that produced 
about 165,000 and was attended 
by some 1,900 persons, honored 
Democratic 
m em bers 
of 
the 
1977 Indiana Legislature. Demo­ 
cratic 
State 
Chairm an 
Bill 
Trisler 
warned 
that 
loss 
of 
state legislative control through 
the 
1978 
and 
1980 
elections 
could mean “ we lose some of 
our congressm en.” 
Congressional districts will be 
changed 
by 
the 
legislature, 
using 
1980 
census 
figures 
Currently Democrats hold eight 
of the ll Indiana congressional 
seats. 
“That 
era 
of 
confrontation 
has come to an end and in its 
place has been installed an era 
of 
conciliation,” 
Wright 
said, 
comparing the relationship be­ 
tween 
Congress 
during 
two 
Republican 
presidencies 
and 
the first five 
months of 
the 
C arter administration. 
“These 
five 
short 
months 
since 
the 
inauguration 
of 
Jim m y 
Carter have 
produced 
m ajor 
legislation, 
a 
greater 
record of productivity than any 
sim iliar period with one excep­ 
tion 
in our nations 
history,” 
Wright 
said. 
“ M easured 
in 
legislative 
enactm ent,

overshadow every s i m i l i a r 
period except for the first five 
months of Franklin Roosevelt ” 
Wright 
also 
urged 
future 
enactment of universal election-

registration. 
“ We’ve 
got 
opportunities to open up voting 
places for

people,”

“ we got a bill let people 
register and vote on

day. It is criticized by some, 
they say it will lead to scandal, 
graft and corruption.” 
“ Corrupt election officials are 
what causes 
c o r r u p t i o n,” 
Wright, a form er Texas mayor

said. 
“ We’ve had postcard registra­ 
tion in Texas the last eight or 
IO years. There hasn’t been a 
single application of fraud

just made it easier to vote."

Institute (ANSI), which coor­ 
dinates standards development 


activities of some ISS professional, 
technical, trade, labor, consumer 
and governm ent organizations 
and about SOO business firms in 


manufacturing and commerce, all 
voluntarily seeking ANSI’s in­ 
spection, judging and refereeing 
services 


The organization may be asked, 
for example, to give its approval 
of a new product a manufacturer 
bes developed No one requires the 
manufacturer to do this The in­ 


centive may come from cir- 
cumsUnces 
under 
which 
the 
manufacturer would have a tough 
time marketing the new product 


without ANSI acceptance. Ap­ 
parently it has made itself that 
influential in the open market. 


Yet ANSI, its literature says, 
has never been made party to an 
antitrust or trade restraint action 


During its lifetime it has passed 
judgment in 30,000 cases, and the 
activity has been growing rapidly 
in recent years More than a third 


of the cases were in the last IO 
years and 9,000 of them were in 
1176 


According to ANSI the move 
toward Federal intervention has 
been stirred by complaints of 
three disgruntled clients 


One was the producer of a time 
delay device to cut off fuel to a 
boiler running low on water, which 
a committee of ANSI engineers 


said could allow the water to fall to 
a dangerous level before turning 
off the boiler. Another was the 


maker of an automatic damper for 
gas fired furnaces, 
for 
which 
ANSI 
refused 
to 
undertake 


development of a standard for safe 
installation (A laboratory hired 
by the Federal Consumer Product 
Safety Commission said the device 
was safe if properly installed but 
that the maker’s installation in 


structions were not adequate.) 
The third was the maker of a 
highly 
technical 
screw-thread 
gauge which ANSI declined to say 
was the only one to use 


A bill in the Senate, with Senator 
Birch Bayh (D-lnd.) as a sponsor, 
S. 825, would set up a government 
board, under the National Bureau 


of Standards, to do what ANSI has 
been doing for 60 years We don’t 
see the sense of it. 


In the current issue of Atlantic 
magazine, contributing editor Jim 
Hougan 
has 
done 
something 
almost unknown in the annals of 
Washington journalism: He has 
committed a kindness 
In the 
matter of Howard "Bo" Callaway, 
Hougan has undertaken to right a 
wrong Here on the banks of the 
Potomac, it very seldom happens 
Callaway, if you recall, is the 
wealthy and affable Georgian, the 
scion of a public-spirited family, 
who got into politics as a member 
of the House in 1964 In 1966 he was 
robbed of the governorship of 
Georgia. In May of 1973 he 
returned 
to 
public 
life 
as 
Secretary 
of 
the 
Army. 
He 
resigned that post in July of 1975 in 
order to become manager of 
Gerald 
Ford’s 
presidential 
campaign. 
And in March, 1976, the victim of 
a truly vicious smear campaign, 
Callaway resigned from the Ford 
organization. Shortly thereafter, 
he dropped out of sight. His 
reputation had been effectively 
destroyed, his political career put 
to an end. 
A 
few 
members 
of 
the 
Washington press corps, knowing 
Bo Callaway as a man of integrity, 
defended him from the beginning 
of the ordeal he experienced In 
the hurly-burly of the presidential 
primaries, 
our voices 
went 
unheard. By early summer of last 
year, 
Callaway had 
become, 
politically speaking, a non-person; 
and non-persons make no news. 
He had been terribly wronged— 
but, well, these things happen. 
After a 
time, 
old 
character 
assassinations get to be old news. 
Atlantic magazine ordinarily is 
regarded as a mildly liberal outfit, 
identified 
with causes 
that 
McGovern Democrats hold dear. 
It is an act of singular grace on the 
editors’ part to resurrect a con­ 
servative 
Republican 
through 
Hougan’s benedictory piece. Like 
Portia’s little candle one is minded 
to remark, 
shines a good deed 
in a naughty world. 
The charge brought against 
Callaway—if so flimsy a con­ 
coction of innuendoes may be 
dignified by calling it a charge— 
was that he had used his position

as Secretary of the Army for 
private gain The gist of it was that 
Callaway had put pressure on a 
couple of cronies in the Depart­ 
ment of Agriculture to get special 
favors for his family-owned ski 
resort et Crested Butte, Colo. 


lf Callaway actually had done 
any such thing, it would have been 
a palpable violation of criminal 
law 
As 
Hougan's 
long 
and 
definitive article makes clear, 
Callaway was wholly innocent. 
Only in the poisoned atmosphere 
of 
post-Wstergate 
Washington 
could he be accused of even an 
appearance of impropriety. The 
worst that could be shown was that 
as Secretary of the Army, he had 
devoted a small fraction of his 
time to personal business in­ 
terests--! 
practice universally 
accepted at the highest levels of 
both the executive and legislative 
branches. 
Callaway was destroyed, in the 
event, by a nasty little lynch mob 
of Democratic Senators, led by 
Floyd Haskell of Colorado. They 
timed their ambush for March of 
1976 The exposure of Callaway’s 
perfidy, right st the beginning of 
the ski season, would have a
